NEW YORK.—R.M.S. Queen Mary 
claimed the blue ribbon for a record 
Transatlantic crossing today afiter 
speeding from Cherbourg breakwater 
to Ambrose lightship in 4 days, 7 
hours, 12 minutes. 

Despite encountering fog off New 


officials said the Queen Mary luw- 
ered the Normandie’s existing record 
by 4 hours, 30;migutes. 

Her average speed was 30.01 
knots; 37 knot greater than the 
mark set by the French liner on 
her maiden voyage June 3, 1935. 
The Queen Mary had broken the 
Normandie’s time for the westward 
crossing last July 26, but did not 
claim the blue ribbon then because 
her course was slightly shorter.

After this was accomplishea 
Mr. Schieck was placed in a coupe 
and brought to town by Mr. Peder 
sen, when upon examination by the 
doctor it was discovered that the 
patient was suffering with a broken 
right leg, as well as a broken right 
arm and severe body bruises.

SCRIP NOT ACCEPTABLE 
FOR AUG. SALES TAX 


According to a story mm‘ the 
“Journal” Edmonton merchants wno 
offered stamped scrip to the provin- 
cial government in payment of sales 
tax have had it returned to them, 
it was learned F riday. 

The amount returned to one firm 
by the sales tax brancn was 912 
with the explanation that such scrip 
payments would not be accepted 
until Sept. 10, 11 and 12. 

In consequence, merchants who do 
not dispose of the scrip elsewnere, 
but keep it in their possession until 
they can apply it on sales tax, must 
stamp it for the next three Wed- 
nesdays. 

The letters sent out by the sales 
tax branch to merchants who had 
scrip returned to them reacs, ‘np 
part, as follows:

Disease germs have three avenues of entrance into the human system. 
They may be inhaled, swallowed, or may get in through scratched or 
incised wounds of the skin. 

In warm weather, when most of our houses are wide open, the danger 


of inhaled germs is practically nil. Pure air is a wonderful disinfectant, 
capable, except against the tuberculosis germ, which should be guarded 
against at all seasons. 

Most acquired infections in summer, are of the digestive 
bacteria are swallowed with food or water. We should, 
discriminative at this season. Edibles taken raw, must be scrupulously 
lclean, and thoroughly masticated. Fruits should be ripe, fresh, and free 
from punctures by twigs or specks of decay. Don’t give the child a 
jbanana that is green, or part-ripened, or punctured through the skin. 
Potato salad that is carried over from meal to meal—better throw it 
away, or do without the mixure entirely. 

See that all cooked food is thoroughly done, especially meats. It is 
‘not good policy to eat the boiled ham that you had left over from the 

icnic, especially if it reposed in the basket on the ground for a few 
sect The same is true of cake, wrapped in newspaper and kept in the 
same basket. Flies haunt outdoor picnics. They love to craw! over 
deviled eggs, potato salads and the like. It is not pleasant to think’ of 
what they may shake off from their filthy feet and bodies. 

It goes without saying that al! drinking-water these days should be 
attested in purity, by a capable rather than a political official. A stitch 
in time saves more than nine.

REVOLUTION 
IN EUROPE 

The turmoil in which the whole 
world, more or less, has been in- 
volved for twenty years and more, 
finds its latest manifestation in the 
bloody revolution now in progress in 
Spain. From all reports, France, 
seems to be on the verge of a popu- 
lar uprising. 

It is difficult, from this distance, 
to place a proper value upon the 
news that the cables bring. We have 
nothing in gur American tempera- 
ment, our methods of life or our 
political system, with which to 
compare the situation in Europe. 

Apparently the conflict 
is between two conflicting concepts 
of government, neither of which has 
gained much headway in America. 
It seems to be a struggle between 
Communism and Fascism, compli- 
cated by strong anti-church feeling 


and by aneffort of the monarchists to | 


bring about a situation that would 
result in King Alfonso being restored 
to the throne. 

The only thing certain is that 
armed forces on both sides are kill- 
ing people by thousands, and looting 
the churches and the mg estates of 
the nobility. The sifuation has been 
likened to that which ?xisted in 
Italy before Mussolini took change; 
with the exception that no strong 
leader has yet appeared to seize 
power and restore order. 

Spain differs from most other na- 
tions in that it has no great com- 
mercial middle class. Its population 
consists on the one hand of labor- 
ers and peasants and on the other of 
the so-called upper class of nobles 
and grandees. The upper class sup- 
plies the officers of the army, but 
the rank and file come from the 
lower class, and the present situation 
began with a revolt of soldiers 
against their officers. 

It is possible that the other Buro- 
pean nations, particularly Great 
Britain, may seize this opportunity 
to step in and “pacify” Spain. It is 
hardly likely that ‘gny of Spain's 
neighbors wil he happy to see a new 
Kastism or a new Gommiunist nation 
develop so close to them.

as beetles to lay more eggs. In the 
south the second generation of adult 
beetles burrow into the ground in 
the fall and survive the winter thus. 
he Jarva and eggs are killed by 
the cold. Our northern winters usu- 
ally kill all the adults too, but oc- 
kasionally a deep blanket of snow 
such as we had last winter protects 
the hibernating adults, which sur- 
vive and fly about laying a mumper 
of eggs the following summer. This 
results, as it has this summer, in 
mumerous people finding their pota- 
toes attacked. 

“The larva may be killed and 
protection from damage gained by 
early spraying of infested vines 
with a solution of three-quarters uz 
pound of Paris Green and two or 
three pounds of hydrated lime in 
fotty gallons of water, or if spraying 
apparatus is not available the plants 
may. be dusted in the early morning 
wien the dew is on, with one pound 
of Paris Green added to ten 
pounds of hydrated lime. This dust 
may be simply applied through a 
course sack by striking the sack 
with a stick.

SPARKLING JELLIES 
“Pound for pound and boil an 
hour,” was the recipe given in our 
grandmothers’ day for making spar- 
| kling jellies and delectable jams. and 
las sweets her “preserves” were a 
triumph. Modern knowledge of foods 


however, demands methods by which 
equally pleasing jams which also 
retain the nutritional value of fresh 


products, can be produced 

“Add pectin and boil one minute” 
has taken the place of the old slo 
| gan, attractive jams and 
jellies with very little effort, 
little fuel consumption, and all the 
beautiful variety of colour and fila 
vour in various fruits just as nature 
made them. 

Pectin is a chemical substance 
obtained from ripe fruits, particu- 
larly apples and, in the right com- 
bination with acid, is necessary to 
form a jelly consistency. Some fruits 
contain pectin in lange quantitles. 
others have very little. Some have 
not sufficient acid, especially if fully 
ripened. Apples, particularly the cra‘) 
variety, red currants, and grapes 
usually make jelly of good consis- 
tency without the addition of other 
pectin, but seed fruits, such as 
peaches and strawberries will never 
‘jell’ without it. Commercial pec- 
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‘tin is usually made from apples, 
made in clean factories under care- 
ful supervision, and therefore may 
bé used with confidence. Follow the 


directions given with the pectin 
which may be either liquid or in 
powder form. 


Apple juice may be prepared for 
use with non-jellying fruits, and for 
this purpose ‘Wealthy’ apples, Just 
a little under-_ripe, seem to be best. 
They yield a juice with little colour 
and no distinctive flavour. Orab 
apples provide a juice which jellies 
excellently but their flavor is pre- 
dominant when used with mild fla- 
vored fruits. 

Some of these combinations mak# 
jelly of excellent quality:— 

Raspberry and red currant 
’ Raspberry and gooseverry 
Ohoke cherry and apple 
Blueberry and apple. 

Equal quantities of juice from the 
two fruits may be used.
